Turkey F16 scrambled to foil 
Sochi hijack attempt 


ISTANBUL (AFP) - Turkey 
scrambled a jet figliter Fnday 
to force down an airliner 
from Ukraine after a would- 
he luj acker on board ordered 
it to Sochi where the Winter 
Olympic opening ceremony 
was underway, Turkish offi¬ 
cials said. 

Turkish media reported 
that a Ukrainian man bran¬ 
dishing a detonator tried to 
gain access to tlie cockpit of 
the Airbus A320 aircraft op¬ 
erated by Turkey's Pegasus 
Airlines 

He was overpowered by 
secunty forces after tlie air¬ 
liner landed at Istanbul's 
Sabiha Gokcen airport. 

"A Pegasus Airlines plane 
with 110 people on board had 
to land at Sabiha Gokcen air¬ 
port because of a passenger 
who threatened passengers 


with a bomb," said Habib 
Soluk, deputy Turkish trans¬ 
port mimster. 

"We are sure that he didn't 
enter the cockpit. We know 
tliat the aircraft was luj acked 
before it entered Turkish air¬ 
space," he said. 

The aircraft depaited firom 
Kharkov, Ukraine for the 
scheduled flight to Sabiha 
Gokcen. 

When the man tned un¬ 
successfully to get in the 
cockpit, the pilot enutted a 
hijack alert and the Turkish 
F-lfi military jet was scram¬ 
bled. 

The head of Turkey's main 
pil ots' uni □ n s ai d "Ire cei ve d 
confirmation that everyone 
on board is okay and that the 
plane is fine I know the 
pilot... he is expenenced and 
I am sure every tiling is fine "

b etes Do not stay long hours 
wi til out eating or drinking, 
especially if you are standing 
in tlie heat and sun. 

A person who does not 
stand still uses a lot o f energy, 
sweats and sheds fluids. It is 
advisable to drink copious 
amounts of liquid, preferably 
water. For nounshment, it is 
advisable to have 'grab and 
go’ food. It IS easier, Euad the 
food stays fresh for a longer 
period, especially when 
standing in the sun and/or a 
hot environment. Tlie dieti¬ 
tians recommend 'cereal 
bars’, crackers’ and sand¬ 
wiches til at do not contain 
meat or mayonnaise. If you 
are planning to lake perish¬ 
able food, than keep it in a 
cooler with ice.

• We ar fre sh, li ght co 1 - 
ored clotluiig that protects 
you against the sun 

• Use a sunblock 

• Take the sun block 


with you to apply a few times

• The use of a hat is 
advisable

tions, take tliem according to 
the doctor’s pres crip lion, ei- 
tlier before leaving the house, 
or have dose with you to take 
at tlie prescnbed hour

mend all diabetic s to inform 
one or more persons in their 
group about their condition, 
in case they need help Heat 
and movement with the re¬ 
sulting perspiration and loss 
of fluids, and/or dnnking al¬ 
cohol can lower the sugar 
level Tins can be avoided by 
combining alcohol with 
snacks tliat contain readily di¬ 
gested carbohydrates like a 
sandwich, cereal bar, etc.

Tlie opening ceremony for 
the 2014 Winter Olympics 
look place on Fnday evening 
with short track skater and 
European champion Jorien 
ter Mors carrying the Dutch 
flag.

Dutch squad were in tlie pro¬ 
cession, but not medal hot 
favourites Sven Kramer, who 
takes to the ice on Saturday, 
or Irene Wust.

Wiist, defending i,50D 
metre champion, is once 
again a favaunte for the 
1,500 and 3000 metre race 
and has already been dubbed 
'queen of the Olympics'. 

‘It was the same before so 
Tm used to it. L like to be 
favourite. It makes me want 
to do even better^ she told 


the Dutch media earlier. After 
an injury scare in Inzell two 
weeks ago, Wust is confi¬ 
dent: M have no bumps or 
bruises and I’m ready to go.’ 

Kramer, the world record 
holder in the 5,000 and 
10,000, will he hoping to 
avenge his disqualification in 
the 2010 Vancouver games 
10,000 metres which came 


after his coach told him to 
change lanes at tlie wrong 
moment.

CAP.ACAS (AFP) - Toyota 
is halting production at its 
only assembly plant in 
Venezuela because the 
world's largest automaker 
lacks the hard currency to 
import parts due to govern¬ 
ment controls^ a factoiy of¬ 
ficial said Friday 

The temporary shutdown 
of tlie Japanese car maker's 
operations in the western 
city of Cum an a is to begin 
February 13 and last at least 
SIS weeks. 

"We are going to close 
imtially for 45 days in hopes 
that we will be granted the 
foreign currency needed to 
import auto parts," a source 
in Toyota Venezuela's man¬ 
agement told AFP. 

In a statement to its 
workers obtained Friday by 
AFP, the company said the 
lack of parts was " cntical," 
and that the shutdown 
would affect not only pro¬ 
duction but all but essential 
administrative business. 

The plant produced 
nearly 9,500 vehicles in 
2013. 

Companies such as Toy¬ 
ota must go through a com¬ 
plex bureaucratic process to 
obtain dollars. 

Venezuela IS only provid¬ 
ing dollars at the official 
rate of 6.3 bolivars to the 
dollar to importers of desig¬ 
nated priority goods such as 
food and medical supplies 

Others who need dollars 
to pay overseas bills have to 
buy them at a higher rate at 
g ov ernm e nt-mn au c ti on s 
Many companies have com¬ 


plained Caracas is not pro¬ 
viding them with enough 
hard currency. 

The currency controls 
have led to shortages of a 
wide range of basic necessi¬ 
ties, and fueled an inflalion 
rate that reached 56.2 per¬ 
cent last year 

The Venezuelan Automo¬ 
tive Chamber says automo¬ 
bile production fell to 296 
vehicles in January, almost 
all produced by Toyota. 

Last year, 72,000 vehi¬ 
cles were made in 
Venezuela, down more than 
30 percent from 2012.

States accountable, however 

"While the Obama adminis¬ 
tration has championed online 
freedom, the NSA spying pro¬ 
gram has undermined global 
confidence in tlie Web as a 
means of independent expres¬ 
sion," he said. 

US intelligence leaker Ed¬ 
ward Snowden last yeai’ sent 
shockwaves around die world 
by revealing tlie extent of elec¬ 
tronic surveillance by the Na- 
tiQiial Security Agency 

CPJ said the countries where 
press fi’eedoms had deterio¬ 
rated the most in 3013 were 
Egypt, Bangladesh, Syria and 
Vietnam.

Only Dr Gi'egory House, TV's 
misfit medical genius, could 
solve die my steiy: the cause was 
an eroded prosthetic hip. 

But diis time the sleuthing 
did not happen on the small 
screen but in real life, Tlie 
Lancet reported on Friday 

Thanks to an episode in 
“House”, doctors at a German 
dime were able to save a 55- 
year-old man who was in a se¬ 
rious and baffimg decline. 

Hie patient had been refeixed 
to Marbui^'s Centre for Undi¬ 
agnosed Diseases in May '2012. 

Ponng over Ins medical Ins- 
toiy, the team found a past that 
was uneventfid. . apart from a 
double Inp replacemeiiL 

They p ounc ed on thi s detail. 
Recalling an episode from the 
seventh season of “House*, die 
team began to suspect cobalt 
poisoning, probably from a 
worn Inp implant. 

Scans and blood tests con- 
frrmed the suspicion and the 
patient soon had Ins metal 
prosthesis replaced by a ce¬ 
ramic one 

"Shortly after the Inp re¬ 
placement, the patient's plasma 
(blood) cobalt and chromium 
concentrations decreased and 
the patient stabilised and re¬ 
covered slighdy," the case re¬ 
port said. 

By July last yeai; 14 montiis 
after die operation, his lieai't 
function unproved to 40 per¬ 
cent, die fever was gone and so 
was the acid reflux. Tlie pa¬ 
tient had by then received a de- 
fibnUator to aid his damaged 
heart. 

His hearing and vision, un¬ 
fortunately recovered only 
slighdy said the report.

" It was helpfrd for me diat I 
was aware about the cobalt 
problems thanks to Dr House," 
team leader Juergen Schaefer 
told AFP, wlule stressing that

"All tins demonstrates 
nicely that well-performed en¬ 
tertainment IS not only able to 
entertain and educate, but also 
to save lives" 

"House" 13 the story of a 
giumpy and cynical diagnosti- 
a an who speaalisesm solving 
medical mysteries that other 
doctors caimot crack. 

He IS based on Sherlock 
Holmes, whose character was 
m turn inspired by real-life 
19th century Scottisli doctor 
Joseph Bell who, like House, 
used deductive reasoning as a 
diagnostic tool. 

Schaefer said he was a fan 
of the TV show and had been 
using episodes from die series, 
based on real cases, as part of 
his lectures for several yeai's 
now, "to attract my students' 
attention for rare or unusual 
diseases". 

He has been dubbed the 
“German Dr House" by col¬ 
leagues, students and the 
media. 

Schaefer said Ins centre has 
treated at least five otlier pa¬ 
tients with cohalt poisoning, 
though with less severe symp¬ 
toms. 

Hie case report added that 
cobalt poisoning in hip re¬ 
placement patients was "anin¬ 
creasingly recognised and 
life-thi'eatemiig problem" 

Erosion of a replacement 
lup, often tlie result of a 
botched operation or dodgy 
prosthesis, can release toxic 
metals into the bio od stream. 

Cases of he ait failure as a 
result of cobalt poisoning ai'e 
rai^e and have m the past 
mainly been observed in steel 
workers and heavy consumers 
of a specific Quebec beer that 
was found in the 19d-0s to have 
had cohalt sulfate added for 
foam stability.

Heroin to fight pain

Johnsbury Vermont. Vermont Governor Peter Shumlin 
recently devoted his entire State of the State speech to 
the scourge of heroin. Heroin and other opiates have 
begun to devastate many communities in the Northeast 
and Midwest leading to a surge in fatal overdoses in a 
number of states. As prescription painkillers, such as 
the synthetic opiate OxyContin^ become increasingly ex¬ 
pensive and regulated, more and more Americans are 
turning to heroin to fight pain or to get high. Heroin, 
which has experienced a surge in production in places 
such as Afghanistan and parts of Central America, has 
a relatively inexpensive street price and provides a more 
powerful affect on the user. New York City police are cur¬ 
rently investigating the death of the actor Philip Sey¬ 
mour Hoffman who was found dead last Sunday with a 
needle in his arm. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Women face a lugher nsk of 
stroke than meii, parliculaiiy 
due to lugli blood pressure dis¬ 
orders in pregnancy aud odier 
hormonal factors, US doc¬ 
tors said. 

The warning was cou- 
tamedin new guidelmeE for 
preventing sti'oke, issued by 
the Ameiican Heart Associ¬ 
ation and for the first time 
aimed specifically at women, 
who are more likely to die of 
sti'okes than men. 

Women's um qu e vulner abil¬ 
ities include common preg¬ 
nancy complications, use of 
birth control pills, hormone re¬ 
placement therapy, migraines 
and heart problems, said the 
guidelines. 

"If you are a woman, you 
share many of the same risk 
factors for stroke with men," 
said Cheryl Buslmell, autiior of 
the new scientific statement 
published in the American 
Heart Association journal 
Stroke. 

Those shared risks include 
111 gli blood pressure, smoking 
and diabetes. 

"But your nsk is also influ¬ 
enced by hormones, reproduc¬ 
tive health, pregnancy. 


clnldbiith and other sex-related 
factors," said Buslmell, a neu¬ 
rologist and director of the 
Stroke Center at Wake Forest 
Baptist Medical Center in 
North Carolina. 

Hie guidelines give pnmai'y 
care doctors and obstetncian- 
gyne c ol o gi sts re c ommend a- 
dons on how best to screen and 
treat women at nsk for stroke. 

They include ngorous eval¬ 
uation of any women who 


have expenenced preeclamp¬ 
sia, a dangerous, lugh blood 
pressure pregnancy condi¬ 
tion winch can double a 
woman's stroke nsk. 
Doctors should con¬ 
sider prescnbing low 
dose aspirin or otiier 
medic ad ons as needed 
to women who ever 
had liigh blood pres¬ 
sure dunng pregnancy 
Women of reproduc¬ 
tive age should be 
screened for high blood 
pressure before being given 
birth control pills, and should 
be reminded not to smoke 
Older women should be 
sci'eened for heart beat irregu¬ 
larities known as atrial fibrilla¬ 
tion as tins can boost a 
women's nsk of sti'oke fivefold 
after age 75. 

Nearly 3QQ,0D0 strokes 
occur each yeai’m the United 
States. More than half are 
among women, and fiD percent 
of stroke deaths occur in 


women.

Wheat is the only 
major crop that has not 
gained approval for ge¬ 
netic modification as 
the prospect of GMO 
wheat faces resistance 
from foreign exporters, 
particularly m Asia 
When it comes to 
com, which is typically 
accepted abroad, in 
GMO form, an ongoing 
dispute with China re¬ 
mains unresolved and is 
dampemng global bade. 

China has blocked or 
canceled hundreds of 
thousands of tons of a 
certain strain of GMO com 
produced in (he United States 
since late last year, according 
to the US Department of Agn- 
cultLire. 

"If tliere was any indication 
that GMO ingi'edients were not 
safe, we would not be using 
them," said Maitin Barbre, 
president of the National Com 
Growers Association 

GMO technology "has been 
used safely in our food supply 
for flO yeai's," said Bailey, in¬ 
sisting tliat "efforts to label 
these foods otherwise are often 
the product of mismforma¬ 
tion. " 

Consumer pressure in the 
United States is a key driver of 
state ballot imtiabves tliat aim 
to label GMO foods, and 
health, advocacy groups such 
as the Center for Food Safety 
have said to expect more m tlie 
year aliead.

Tlie official debt ceiling was 
to be reinstated late Friday at 
the current borrowing level - 
nearly $17.3 trillion — as Con¬ 
gress and the While House 
s quai’e d o ff in tlie n ewe si b attl e 
over the cap that could, for the 
fourth tune in three years, push 
the US close to a default. 

In a letter, Treasuiy Secre¬ 
tary Jacob Lew told Jolm 
Boehner, tlie Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, that 
"it would be a mistake to wail 
until the last possible minute* 
to raise the ceiling. 

Special measures to keep up 


witli tlie government's obliga¬ 
tions would only last three 
weeks, he said. 

"We are not confident tliat 
the esti'aordinaiy measures 
will last beyond Thursday, 
Febmaiy 27/ Lew said. 

"If Treasuiy has msuffiaent 
cash on hand, it would be im¬ 
possible for our nation to meet 
all of Its obligations for the 
first tune in In story." 

Hie obligations include 
everything from ongoing oper¬ 
ations to salaries and pensions 
to seivicmgthe country's debt 
load. 

Boelmer's Republican Paity 
has sought to tie budget meas¬ 
ures to any legislation raising 
the debt ceiling, but R'esident 
Barack Obama has repeatedly 
said he would not accept any 
conditions for an increase.

"Today's jobs report deliv¬ 
ers neither encouragement nor 
discouragement. It falls riglit 
smack m the middle of a slow 
recovery trend with relatively 
fiat labor income, " said David 
Kotok of Cumberland Advi¬ 
sors. 

Kotok said the slow-grow¬ 
ing trend means the Federal 
Reserve will proceed slowly 
with the tapenng of its mas¬ 
sive stimulus that began in 
January. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - A dis¬ 
appointing US Iobs report for 
January sent the dollar lower 
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against the euro Friday, but 
both headed higher against the 
yen.

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Putin opens Sochi Games after 
stunning show

SOCHI (AFP) - President 
\^adjimr Piitin on Friday 
opened the Winter Olympics 
Gaiues in Sochi that ai'e inex- 
tiicahly linked with Ins name, 
after a stunning ceremony 
where Russia sou^t to con¬ 
vince die world it is a worthy 
host. 

The Ingli-octane ceremony 
at the 40,000 capacity Fisht 
stadium on the Black Sea got 
off to aroidsy start when one of 
five illuminated snowflakes 
winch were supposed to morph 
into the Olympic rings failed 
to appeal', leaving an embai-- 
rassing set of]ust four rings. 

But thereafter the show 
chaimed and stunned in equal 
measure, taking hundreds of 
millions of spectators around 
the world on a liglitmng tour of 
Russian history and culture 
giuded by a young giil named 
Lyubov (Love). 

Lq a nod towards Russia's 
proud spoi'ting past, the 
Olympic cauldron was lit by 
two triple gold-winning Soviet 
winter sports icons -- figure 
skater Inna Rodnina and ice 
hockey legend Vladislav 
Trety^ -- as fireworks rained 
into tire sky. 

The flame had heen brought 
into tire stadiunr bv US-based 
Russian tennis star Mail a 
Sharapova and the final relay 
included Olynrpic rhythmic 
gymnastics clratirpion Alma 
Kabayeva who has been ru¬ 
moured nr some quarters to be 
Putin's lover. 

Russia is under huge pres¬ 
sure to orgamse a glitch-fiee 
Games after abudd-up dogged 
by controversies over gay 
rights, construction delays and 
security. 

There were no signs o f such 
tension in Sochi as the teams 
entered the stadium -- led by 
tradition by Olympic Games 
founder Greece -- to tire sound 
ofpmrrpmg dance house music 
in air effort to dynamise tire 
procession. 

The Paissiatr team won huge 
cheers as tlrey entered to tire 
song "Nas Ne Dogonyat" 
(“Mot Gonna Gel Us") by fe¬ 
male pop duo Tatu knowir fiir 
their raunchy lesbiair-tinged 
pop videos. 

Altlrouglr both girls are het¬ 
erosexual, their involvement 
could be seen as a coded ri¬ 
poste to Western allegations 
that Russia is intolerant of ho¬ 
mosexuality. 

In line witii Olympic proto¬ 
col, Putin, who has champi¬ 
oned the drive to host the 
Olympics in Sochi since be¬ 
fore tire successful hid nr 20D7, 
made no speech save declanng 
the Ganres open. 


Putin welcomed more than 
40 other heads of state atrd 
leaders for the ceremony, in¬ 
cluding UH Secretary General 
Ban Ki-mooii, Chinese Presi¬ 
dent Xi Jiirping, and embattled 
Ukrainian President Viktor 
Yairukovyich. 

However US President 
Barack Obama as well as the 
leaders of key EU states 
Britaiix France, and Germairy 
ai'e conspicuous by tlieir ab¬ 
sence, a move seen by mairy as 
a snub over Russia's now nolo - 
nous anh-gay law. 

IOC President Thomas Bach 
made an impassioned call for 
p oliticians to stay out of sports, 
saying "have the courage to 
address your disagreements m 
pohtical dialogue and not on 
the back of your atlrletes." 

Some 3,500 fireworks 
weiglnng atotal of 22.5 tomes 
were set off in the course of tlie 
ceremony winch involved 
some 3,000 performers and 
2,000 volunteers. 

Tlie ceremony aimed to tell 
the story of Russia's Instory -- 
firom ancient times thi'ough tlie 
miperial era and tlie revolution
